In  much  of  the  collaboration  between  St-Gaudens 
and  Weinman,  the  design  was  created  by  the  elder 
sculptor,  who  is  considered  the  father  of  American 
sculpture,  but  the  actual  modelling  was  accomplish- 
ed by  Weinman.  Their  association  began  in  the  early 
1890s  and  continued  until  1904  when  Weinman  opened 
his  own  studio  in  New  York  City.  This  Roosevelt 
Inaugural  Medal  was  one  of  the  last  collaborations 
the  two  artists  did  together.  (St-Gaudens  died  in  1907. 

Weinman,  of  course,  went  on  to  become  notable 
in  his  own  right  as  Americji's  preemient  sculptor  in 
the  post  World  War  I period.  Numismatists  are  aware

This  portrait  medal  is  by  the  Father  of  Art  Medals, 
Antonio  Pisanello  (cl395-  1455)  and  is  thusly  desire- 
able.

The  96mm  size  compares  with  other  specimens  up 
to  104mm,  indicating  an  aftercast,  but  an  early  one 
at  that.
